WOMAN AND HER HOME, 


“QLD TIMES ARE 
CHANGED —-’ 


IMPORTANCE OF 
INFLUENCE. 


OR many years past old customs have 
F been gradually changing ard - giving 
place to new ones, 

For the most part, 
regret. The new ideas and 
present generation are so much more en- 
lightened and commonsense than those of for- 
mer days, that it would be indeed absard to 
wish for a renewal of former conditions, 

At the risk of being considered old- 
fashioned, however, one must admit that there 
are a few of the old-time customs which are 
to be regretted. The passing of the home 
life, which was such a feature of the early 
and mid-Victorian era, is chief amongst these. 


HOME 


- . 
First Impressions. 

The value of home life to the individual and 
to the community in general is too well known 
to require attention being drawn to it. It is 
of national importance. A good citizen re- 
ceives his first impressions of wh. is just 
and right in his boyhood’s.home. The seeds 
of the religious, political and business views 
which he adopts in later life, and the idéals 
he stands for, are in nine cases out of ten 
sown during the period he spends beneath his 
parents’ roof 

Knowing this, one is often astonished at 
the almost criminal carelessness of some 
parents with regard to the home influences 
by which they surround thejr children. 

The father of the family spends all his 
spare time at his club or on the links. He is 
serenely happy in the thought that his chil- 
dren are attending the best and most expen- 
sive schools which his income will allow. 

His wife dances and plays bridge with the 
same fervour as in her free unmarried days, 
secure in the knowledge that the nursery gover- 
ness is a most capable person, and that the 
day and night nurseries set aside for her 
children are the last word in up-to-date sani- 
tation and conveniences. 

These duties accomplished, they leave the 
intellectual and moral training of their chil- 
dren—which is of far greater importance than 
their physical welfare—to the mercy of paid 
outsiders, expecting they will bestow upon 
the children the same devoted care and dis- 
interested attention of which parents only are 
capable. 


Family Gatherings. 

This lack of early training and home in- 
fluence is mainly responsible for the passing 
away of the old family reunion. Some years 
ago a wedding or birthday anniversary was 
never allowed to pass unheeded; Now all 
that is changed. Modern young people would 
be utterly bored by a gathering of mere 
aunts, uncles and cousins. 

Nowadays it is the exception, not the rule, 
to see the entire family together under one 
roof, even at Christmas time. One member 
of the family, perhaps, has elected to spend 
the festive season at a gay-hydro; another 
has gone abroad to sunnier climes without 
giving a thought to the happy possibilities of 
a Yuletide family party. The remainder of 
the family vote it would be “ much jollier”’ 
to book a table at a emart restaurant, and 
they eat their Christmas dinner to the strains 
of a band of paid musicians. 

As the members of a family grow up they 
must leave the home and carve a way for 
themselves in the world. They are sometimes 
scattered to the four cornérs of the earth. 

The only link they have with home, then, 
is the happy memories of youthful days, and 
the only infinence they have to keep them 
God-fearing men and women is the standard 
of living by which they were surrounded in 
their early home life.

WATERFORD 
MERCHANT'S CLAIM. 


COMPENSATION DECREE 

ATTACHED. 
In the King’s Bench Division yesterday, in 
the case of Thomas Cronin, of John street, 
Waterford, flour, grain, and meal merchant, 
v. Joseph Widger, formerly of Béllydermody, 
Co. Waterford, horse owner, on the applica- 
tion of Mr. Hector Hughes (instructed by 
Messrs. P. A. Murphy and Co.), Mr. Justice 
Dodd made an order appointing the plaintiff 
receiver, by way of equitable execution in 
proper priority, of so much of the sum of 
£4,573 19s. 1 and £3 3s.. costs, amount 
of a judgment on certiorari; dated the 16th 
March, 1921, obtained by the defendant for 
compensation in respect of criminal injury to 
his property at Ballydermody as would meet 
a judgment of £305 12s. 6d. and £18 14s. 2d. 
costs, obtained by the plaintiff in an action 
for goods sold and delivered. The defendant 
is now residing in Beech Hill, West Derby, 
Liverpool. 

Mr. Hughes quoted from Iris Oifiginil (the 
Dublin Gazette) of December 29th, contain- 
ing au announcement that the defendant, 
amongst other persons, had obtained a decree 
in respect of criminal injuries to his property, 
and that the Government was about paying 
the amount, and requiring al! persons having, 
or purperting to have, any claim, charge, or 
lien against the decrees or the money payable 
under them to furnish particulars to the 
Secretary of the Ministry of Finance. 

Mr. Justice Dodd expressed his indebtedness 
to Mr. Hughes for having called his attention 
to the official announcement. By virtue of it 
he declared that the plaintiff had a lien on 
the funds referred to. He made the order 
appointing the plaintiff receiver by way of 
equitable execution, and directed that a copy 
should be served on the Secretary of the 
Ministry of Finance and on the defendant.

FARMERS AT LAW, 

Yesterday, in the Chancery Division, before 
the Master of the Rolls, the case of Coote v. 
Larkin was heard. It was an action brought 
by William A. Coote, contractor and iarmer, 
of the town of Longford, against Joha J. 
Larkin, cattle dealer, of the same place, for 
fina] judgment for possession of three acres 
odd of land, forming part of the townparks 
of Longford, in the townland of Glack, parish 
of Templemichael, and barony of Ardagh, 
which, it alleged, the defendant 
entered and occupied, depriving the plain- 
tiff of the nse and enjoyment of it. 
The plaintiff also sought an inquiry as to 
damaces. 

In an affidavit, the plaintiff stated that on 
the 4th of March last the defendant broke into 
the lands and placed a load of hay thereon. 
On the 8th of March he broke the locks of the 
gates on the farm and placed seven head of 
cattle there, and the defendant had since 
continually trespassed on the lands, which the 
plaintiff said were of great value to him owing 
to their proximity to the town of Longford. 

The Master of the Rolls made an order for 
possession of the lands against the defendant, 
and directed an inquiry as to damages,

INJUNCTION AGAINST FARMERS.

Mr. M. J. Lennon (instructed by Messrs. 
Tames O'Connor and Co.) applied ex-parte on 
behalf of the plaintiff, a large farmer, for an 
injunction restraining the defendants from 
entering and trespassing upon his lands at Cur- 
raghtown, Co. Meath, and’ committing acts of 
iolence and imjurv thereon. The plaintiff, in 
in affidavity tated that the defendants, neigh- 
bouring farmers and farm labourers, smashed 
his gates on the lst of September last, and 
entered upon the lands. The defendant, John 
Madden. seized the plaintiff from bebind, and 
ised violence and threats towards him, and 
terrorised him and his wife. 

rhe plaintiff's wife, Mrs. Elizabeth Weldon, 

an affidavit, stated that on the 7th of 
January. last, when coming from Mass, she 
found the defendants with a large crowd 
trespassing, upon her husband’s lands. One 
of the crowd shouted to her in a threatening 
manner, saying, “ There is something hanging 
ovec your heads that you will get yet.”’ 

Mr. Justice Powell granted the plaintiff an 
ad interim injunction, pending service of a 
notice upon the defendants for an interlocu- 
tory injunction.

BELFAST WAGES ACTION 
CONCLUDED. 


In the Northern Chancery Division, Belfast, 
yesterday, the action » Co 
ration in reference to the wages paid its 
lhourers under the housing schemes was con- 
cluded. 
The action is at the relation of Herbert 
Quinn, Chairman of the Ulster Branch of the 
British Empire Union, and claims an injunc- 
tion in respect of the payment of a certain 
rate of wages to illegelly gs a declaration 
that the rate was i id. 
Mr. Babington K-C., opened the defence, 
and said that when the case was opened it 
became apparent that there was no real sub- 
stance in the case, for the reason that the 
claim for an injunction had gone, and all that 
was asked oni was a ne rer leading w 
to the su inr o payments 
made since the 10d. and 11}4. rate was fixed 
on the 28th February, 1922. It was admitted 
on behalf of the plaintiff that there was 
nothing in those payments which was contrary 
to common law or the statutory powers of the 
Corporation. There was no suggestion that 
there was any breach of trust m the payments 
made by the cam pop Hi or any misapplication 
of their corporate funds, save in so far as 
they were made in breach, or in guggesled 
breach, of the internal ations of the Cor- 
ation itself. It was also stated that the 
Eareasation could, by suspending the standing 
order or by mer the terms of the standing 
order, have tid of any technical difficulty 
in order to legally make these payments. All 
the substance had gone out of the case, and 
his lordship was Ralieg with a pure tech- 
nicality, said counsel, and he suggested that 
his lordship would be very slow to give to the 
relator the relief he sought in respect of the 
ayments made, because the onus rested upon 
aim, and he must discharge that to his lord- 
ship s satisfaction.

Lord Justice Moore did not see what the 
Corporation had to do with the agreement 
between the master builders and the men, ex- 
cept so far as it could be said there was a 
standard rate. 

Mr. Babington, concluding, said that their 
answer was that the payment of the lower rate 
was made by mistake, and that the Corpora- 
tion was entitled to go back on the matter 
and put in force the proper rate. The case 
was really that the Builders’ Association were 
forcing on the Corporation and other outside 
employers the terms they arranged with their 
labourers, and which the labourers employed 
by the Corporation say they were never bound 
by and never agreed to. 

Henry A. Cutler, City Surveyor, said that 
when the strike commenced he advised the 
Corporation to remain perfectly neutral. He 
put the August, 1921, agreement in force, 
and there was no trouble about, it. ' 

Lord Justice Moore—You took it as a stan- 
dard rate? Yes. i 

Witness said he had that rate down to 
April, 1922, when he received a circular from 
the Builders’ Association and acted on ite 
terms, believing it was an agreed rate. 
Almost immediately men on the sites com- 
plained to him, and finally Mr. Geddes and 
Mr. M‘Clung, of the Workers’ Union, went 
to the Housing Committee and informed them 
that the rates were not agreed rates.. There 
were certain firms outside the Builders’ 
Association who were paying higher rates 
than the so-called agreed rates. The Cor- 
poration labourers were afterwards paid up 
the difference between the wages arranged 
by the Builders’ Association and the new rate 
made by the Housing Commitee. 

At the conclusion of the evidence, Lord 
Justice Moare said he was rather inclined to 
think that there was no such thing as a 
standard wage in Belfast, and also that the 
trades unions only appeared to come in 
under the rules for the purpose of fixing a 
standard rate. No standard rate existed, and, 
therefore, the defendants bad to show that 
what happened on June 2, and was confirmed 
by the Corporation on July 3, was not an 
increase. He was incli to hold that an 
increase of wages meant the increage of exist- 
ing, binding, and actual valid wages. 

The question came down to this: What 
happened after April 28, when the workmen 
complained and the delegates went out of the 
Federation? Was there a valid wage in 
existence? If there was a valid wage the 
Corporation had no right to increase it. 

Counsel on both sides having replied to 
the points raised by his lordship,

FARMERS AT LAW, 

Yesterday, in the Chancery Division, before 
the Master of the Rolls, the case of Coote v.

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UNTAPPED WEALTH. 
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SOVIET APPEAL FOR CHURCH 


' ‘TREASURES. 
IRISH TIMES FOREIGN SERVICE.

MOSCOW, Wednesday. 
Renunciation of the sacred jewels and pre- 


cious stones of the Russian churches and the 
handing over of them to the Russian Govern: 
ment to aid in the liquidation óf the after 
effects of 


the famine is advocated. by the 
Russian “Free Labour Church,” in an appeal 
to. all houses of worship throughout Soviet 
territory. 

The “Free Labour Church” urges all be- 
lievers to renounce voluntarily their gold and 
silver ornaments and ikons, the diamonds and 
precious stones that stud the holy pictures, 
and even the lower church bells, in order to 
prevent hundreds Of thousands from dying of 
starvation, and to assist the rehabilitation of 
industry. 

According to figures compiled here, the 
confiscation of church treasures last year 
netted the Soviet Government only a million 
pounds sterling. All who knew thie pre-war 
Russian _ churches and monasteries, with 
fabulous wealth, agcumulated through - the 
gifts of Cara, Princes, and Nobles, agree 
that this sum represents only an anfiinitesimal 
part of the church valuables of Russia. 

The “ Free Laboar Church ' now asks the 
church dignitaries to give this wealth up for 
the relief of the famine sufferers. 

The “statement “of the ‘Free Labour 
Charch”’. declares that the removal of the 
church treasures, ikons .and holy. statues, 
incidentally..aids the removal of these 
‘‘remnants of fetishism’’ from the Russian 
Church, and will enable the Church to assume 
a modern spirit, instead of remaining where 
it was during the Middle Ages. 


BOOK TRADE SET-BACK. 

SERIOUS CONSEQUENCES 
BINDERS’ STRIKE.

Messrs. Hurst and Blackett, 
who published it,-had fewer than “2,000 copies 
available for distribution when the strike 
occurred, t 

“A- large number of orders have been 
coming in ever since,’” said a member of the 
firm, “and we are unable to supply one.” 

After’ spending. £10,000 on advertising a 
work on animals, to come out in fortnightly 
parts, Messrs. Hutchinson and Co. sold 150,000 
of Part I. The second part was to have been 
ready. last Thursday, but not a single copy 
was available. The firm are now faced with 
the expense of advertising it all over again.

Charles Francis Bibby, deck hand, said that 
between 8 and 9 o’clock he heard that the 
vessel was making water in the forehold, but 
it did not interest him a great deal. He 
just. messed about on deck. When he went 
into the cabin he saw water there, and later 
he took the boat covers off, as he thought at 
that time that things looked serious. Hé was 
not anxious, however, as he knew they were 
in the way of traffic, and were likely to be 
picked up. There was no difficulty in getting 
the boats out- 

‘Hatry Ackroyd, engineer of the vessel, 
stated that the pumps were in fairly good 
order when the vessel left port, but one of 
them would not work satisfactorily when thev 
endeavoured to get it into operation after it 
became necessary to resort to the pumps.

TWO WAGES~ DISPUTES.

For the men, .it is being urged that .they 
have already made considerable wage sacri- 
fices since June, 1921, their leaders etating 
that they have relinquished £588,000 a “week, 
which means that craftsmen are down 8d. per 
hour and labourers 10d; per hour. 

The proposal of the employers to reduce the 
wages of road transport men, engaged on tom- 
mercial. vehicles,, was also again under: dis- 
cussion at- a conference with the men’s 
representatives. 

The employers are asking that drivers of 
motor-driven vehicles shall accept 1 per 
week less, and those who drive horses 7s. per 
week. The men, who number 70,000, bave 
instructed their negotiators to-resist any re- 
ductions whatever. j

CONSTANTINOPLE, Wednesday. 
I understand that. Kemal Pasha has pro- 
tested to Angora against the issue of the 
ultimatum to the Allied warships at Smyrna, 
pointing out that it was issued wthout his 
knowledge. He is reported to have characte- 
rised the order as “a piece of stupidity.” 
Kemal. has made it known that he will. not 
excuse any clash between the Alhes and the 
Turks before Ismet Pasha has been heard, and 
has rebuked the Angora Government for: its 
hostile attitude. 
The Grand National Assembly, however, 
continues intransigent, and speeches are being 
delivered even disavowing the concessions that 
Ismet Pasha made at Lausanne. 
Turk léaders here in Constantinople, how- 
ever, and in Smyrna mantain that Ismet is 
one of the most influential Angorites, and will 
be able to swing the Assembly behind’ what- 
ever he recommends. 
Adnan Bey and Refet Pasha conferred here 
yesterday regarding the military situation in 
Constantinople and Thrace. 
In the course of an interview with Press 
correspondents at Smyrna, Mustapha Kemal 
said that he had always affirmed that the new 
Turkey would never accept the maintenance 
of the capitulations under any form, and that 
he was most surprised at the uncompromising 
attitude on the point of the French delegation 
at Lausanne. 
While he and his country entertained feel- 
ings of friendship for France, this friendship 
could not lead them to yielding in questions 
concerning the independence of the country. 
A desire for complete freedom was the sole 
preoccupation of Turkey. The suppression of 
the capitulations would not mean the ruin of 
French interests in Turkey, for the latter 
would provide al] necessary guarantees. 
Mustapha Kemal concluded by expressing 
a hope that peace would be signed shortly. 


ALLIES STAND FIRM. 


DEMAND FOR WITHDRAWAL

Reuter’s Agency learns that the Allied High 
Commissioners in Constantinople were to have 
handed a joint Note yesterday to Adnan Bey, 
the Turkish representative of the Angora 
Government,’ in reply to-the recent’ Turkish 
demand for the withdrawal of foreign war- 
ships from Smyrna.

Orders have been issued~by the Commissar 
for National Economy at Angora to. the 
authorities. at Constantinople te apply the 
new regulations with regard to foreign er:ter- 
prises in Turkey to all concessionary com- 
panies, such as tramways, telephones, end 
railways.

‘MILL WORKERS’ 
OES. 

EMPLOYERS’ TERMS 

REJECTED,

By a large majority, the flour mill workers 
in Southern Ireland have rejécted the 
amended proposals of the Millers’ Associa- 


This means that the unfortunate dispute, 
which has existed for some time,. will con- 
tinue to drag along, and the mills will remain 
closed. : 

Returns from country branches of the mill- 
workers’ section of the Irish Transport Union, 
which were received yesterday, showed a 
heavy ballot against acceptance of the em- 
ployers’ new terms—a reduction of 9s. 6d. per 
week in three cuts. 

This vote, with the decision of the Dublin 
section in the same direction, makes the posi- 
tion very serious. One of the largest bakeries 
in Dublin will be obliged to close down owing 
to shortage of flour. Their available supplies 
were exhausted. at the last week-end, but an 
agreement was reached by which they re- 
ceived sufficient flour to carrv on from day to 
day, pending the taking of the ballot. Two 
other bakeries with mills attached will be 
similarly affected. 

Tt is understood that a meeting of the 
Joint Committee of mill workers, bakers; and 
bread van drivers will beheld to-nicht in the 
offices of the Irish: Transport Union to con- 
sider the ‘situation which has arisen,out of 
the rejection of the employers’ second offer. 
So far there is no question of an embargo 
on foreign fiour, but if supplies of this flour 
become low, the bread supply of the whole 
country must necessarily be affected. 

It was learned unofficially,’ at a late hour 
last. night, that the employers’ proposals had 
been rejected. by 900 votes to 500 votes. In 
Dublin 101 votes were in favour of accepting 
the millers’ terms, and 152 against accept- 
ance. 


STRIKE OF CARTERS AVERTED. 


As the result of a conference between the 
Dublin Master Cafriers” Association and the 
Carters’ Section of the Irish Transport Union. 
held under the auspices of the Ministry of

Lord Glenavy took the chair m the Senate 
yesterday prompt to time, at 5.0 p.m, and 
business immediately proceeded.

The. Minister urged that the Senate should 
follow the example of the Dail and allow the 
bill to go through in one sitting. Thereupon 
the Chairman took the measure in hand, and 
in less than ten minutes’ the Bill had passed 
through all its stages—second reading, Com- 
mittee stage, and third reading. 

The Senate next proceeded to consider the 
Committee stage of the Enforcement of Law 
(Occasional Powers) Order. 

After considerable discussion as to the 
possibilities of abuses arising in connection 
with the sale of seizéd cattle, none of the 
suggestions put forward met the Government 
position; that nothing should be done to 
delay these sales, delays being regarded in 
the circumstances as dangerous. Eventually 
it was left to the Government to devise, if 
possible, some form of words which would 
allay the anxiety of the Senators as to pos- 
sible abuses, 


THE REVENUB COMMISSIONERS. 


The Revenue Commissioners Order, 1925, 
was approved: by the: Senate. The Order 
provides forthe exercise m Saorstat Eireann 
of the functions which, on the 6th Decem- 
ber, 1921, were exercisable by the Commis- 
sioners of Exeise, respectively, in. the area 
now comprised.in Saorstat Eireann. For this 
purpose all ‘the -respective jurisdictions, 
powers and duties of Inland Revenue and 
Commissioners of Customs ‘and Excise should 
be conferred on one Board of Commissioners. 
It is accordingly provided. that a Board of 
Commissioners, known as “' Revenue Commis- 
sioners,’’ shall be established to exercise all 
the functions hitherto exercised by the Com- 
missioners of In Revenue and the Com- 
missioners of Customs and Excise.. . The 
Revenue Commissioners shall consist-of three, 
to be appointed by the President of the 
Executive Council, They. shall be subject 
to the control of the Minister of Finance;

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INCREASED PRODUCTION 
EXPECTED. 

The Times, dealing with the revival of trade 
in a leading article, says :—Everyone will wel- 
come the fact that the revival of trade has at 
last reached hopeful proportions. The latest 
returns justify the expectation that the current 
year will witness a considerable expansion in 
production and a diminution in the great army

Obviously, such a condition could not last 
very long.- The recovery in trade has. been 
proceeding gradually for some time past, and 
those industries which succeeded more rapidly 
than others in adjusting their costs of produc- 
tion to the new: level of prices have been the 
first. to benefit from an increase in demand, 

Authorities differ as to how far the ré- 
covery in trade. will go and as to how long 
it may be expected to last. Historical pre- 
cedent suggests ‘that the rise in ‘the price | 
curve will be less violent than was the case 
in the post-armisiice boom, and the descent 
consequently less steep. With Europe more 
or less in a state of chaos, any sustained re- 
vival on a very, large scale seems to be out of 
the question, bot it is fairly certain that, given 
a reasonable amount of harmony’ between 
Capital and Labour, production will steadily 
increase.

Inguiries made in Mincing lane showed that 
the rise was directly due to wild speculation 
in America. 

“If the world consumption of sugar keeps 
up to what it has been,” said one leading 
importer, “ there will be barely sufficient to go 
round. American speculators have seized on 
this fact, and they have advanced prices so 
considerably that we in London yesterday 
were paying an extra 6s. per cwt. We all 
expected that when the Cubans got their crop 
between now and March there would have 
been a little pressure on the market; but the 
Cubans were strong enough to force the people 
to buy, and that brought in the speculators. 

“Buyers on this side are bound to go with 
the raw sugar market, but as to whether there 
is any justification for the increase in America 
it is impossible for us to express an opinion. 

“It 1s difficult to say what the general 
effect on retail prices will be, because,’ with 
the multiple shops fighting one another, the 
rise may be in some cases a halfpenny per Ib.

MEMEL AND VILNA. 


DELICATE SITUATION.

LONDON, Wednesday. 

The Conference of Ambassadors is expected 
to take important decisions in Paris to-day 
regardmg the future both of Memel and Vilna, 
It is behéved that Meme! will be awarded to 
Lithuania and Vilna to Poland—in each case 
with certain safeguards for the rights of 
minorities. 

At its meeting in Paris ten days ago the 
League of Nations Council decided on a pro- 
visiona] line of demarcation between Lithuania 
and Poland throngh the neutral zone hitherto 
maintained to the west of Vilna, and each 
country Is entitled as from to-day to advance 
up to. this line. 

Lithuania, who refused to accept the 
League's award, has threatened to oppose á 
Polish advance by force, There is some reason 
to hope that the Poles, in view of impending 
action by the ‘Ambassadors’ Conference, will 
hold their hand for the moment. 

Under the elaborate scheme of settlement 
worked out by M. Hymans for the League of 
Nations, and accepted neither by the Poles 
nor by the Lithuanians, Vilpa was awarded 
to Lithuania.

STORY OF AN AMERICAN 
CEMETERY SEARCH.

The jewels, according to the newspaper 
reports, were valued at millions of dollars, 
and there have been so many attempts to get 
at the supposed treasure that a military 
guard had been posted at the ve. 

Jones, the seaman, died in Spain, and it 
was stated that the jewels were placed 
secretly in his coffin before its conveyance to 
America and buried with him. 

To-day, when the grave 
soldiers with fixed bayonets kept large 
crowds from the cemetery grounds. All the 
excitement vanished quickly when the state- 
ment was made that not a single jewel was 
in the coffin.

SOVIET APPEAL FOR CHURCH 
TREASURES.

MOSCOW, Wednesday. 

Renunciation of the sacred jewels and pre- 
cious stones of the Russian churches and the 
handing over of them to the Russian Govern: 
ment to aid in the liquidation ¢f the after 
effects of the famine is advocated by the 
Russian ‘‘ Free Labour Church,” in an appeal 
to all houses of worship throughout Soviet 
territory. 

The “Free Labour Church” urges all be- 
lievers to renounce voluntarily their gold and 
silver ornaments and ikons, the diamonds and 
precious stones that stud the holy pictures, 
and even the lower church bells, in order to 
prevent hundreds Uf thousands from dying of 
starvation, and to assist the rehabilitation of 
industry. 

According to figures compiled here, the 
confiscation of church treasures last year 
netted the Soviet Government only a million 
pounds sterling. All who knew the-pre-war 
Russian _ churches and monasteries, “with 
fabulous wealth, agcumulated through : the 
gifts of Czars, Princes, and Nobles, agree 
that this sum represents only an infiinitesimal 
part of the church valuables of Russia. 

The “ Free Labour Church ' now asks the 
church dignitaries to give this wealth up for 
the relief of the famine sufferers.

declares that the removal of the 
church treasures, ikons and holy statues, 
incidentally..aids the removal of these 
‘“‘remnants of fetishism’’ from the Russian 
Church, and will enable the Church to assume 
a modern spirit, instead of remaining where 
it was duting the Middle Ages. 


BOOK TRADE SET-BACK. 
SERIOUS CONSEQUENCES 
BINDERS’ STRIKE.

The strike in the London bookbinders’ 
trade, which was provisionally settled on 
Toeeday, had a serious effect on most of the 
large -book-publisbing houses. When the 
binders stopped work a few weeks ago.they 
i#fi thousands of unfinished books for which 
there was at the time a good public demand. 

“Trade was beginnmg to take a more 
favourable turn than it had done since 1919,” 
said a member of a large publishing firm ¢0o- 
day, ' and it will take us a long time to re- 
cover from the set-back, Not only has the 
publication of severa] new books been delayed, 
bat lots of others which were selling well 
have been unobtainable.”’ 

Among the latter is Princess Bibesco s 
book, “ Balloons,” which was published on 
December 15. Messrs. Hurst and Blackett, 
who published it,-had fewer than 2,000 copies 
available for distribution when the strike 
occurred, . 

“A- large number of orders have been 
coming in ever since,’” said a member of the 
firm, “and we are unable to supply one.” 

‘After’ spending £10,000 on advertising a 
work on animals, to come out in fortnightly 
parts, Messrs. Hutchinson and Co. sold 15U.0(4) 
of Part I. The second part was to have been 
ready. last Thursday, but not a single copy 
was available. The firm are now faced with 
the expense of advertising it all over again.

Turk léaders here in Constantinople, how- 
ever, and in Smyrna mantain that Ismet is 
one of the most influential Angorites, and will 
be able to swing the Assembly behind what- 
ever he recommends. 

Adnan Bey and Refet Pasha conferred here 
yesterday regarding the military situation in 
Constantinople and Thrace. 

In the course of an interview with Press 
correspondents at Smyrna, Mustapha Kemal 
said that he had always affirmed that the new 
Turkey would never accept the maintenance 
of the capitulations under any form, and that 
he was most surprised at the uncompromising 
attitude on the point of the French delegation 
at Lausanne. 

While he and his country entertained feel- 
ings of friendship for France, this friendship 
could not lead them to yielding in questions 
concerning the independence of the country. 
A desire for complete freedom was the sole 
preoccupation of Turkey. The suppression of 
the capitulations would not mean the ruin of 
French interests in Turkey, for the latter 
would provide al] necessary guarantees. 

Mustapha Kemal] concluded by expressing 
a hope that peace would be signed shortly. 


ALLIES STAND FIRM. 


DEMAND FOR WITHDRAWAL 
UNACCEPTABLE. 

Reuter’s Agency learns that the Allied High 
Commissioners in Constantinople were to have 
handed a joint Note yesterday to Adnan Bey, 
the Turkish representative of the Angora 
Government,’ in reply to the recent Turkish 
demand for the withdrawal of foreign war- 
ships from Smyrna. The wording of this col- 
lective Note has been left to the discretion of 
the Allied representatives in Constantinople, 
but it is believed that its general lines are 
that the Turkish demands are unacceptable, 
and that the Allies are entitled to maintain 
their warships at Smyrna. 

The Press Association’s Special Correspon-

MILL WORKERS’ 
“VOTE. 


EMPLOYERS’ TERMS 
REJECTED, - 


TROUBLE ON THE LAND.

By a large majority, the flour mill workers 
in Southern Ireland have rejécted the 
amended proposals of the Millers’ Associa- 
tion for a reduction in their wages, 

This means that the unfortunate dispute, 

which has existed for some time,. wil] con- 
tinue to drag along, and the mils will remain 
closed. 
Returns from country branches of the mill- 
workers’ section of the Lrish Transport Union, 
which were received yesterday, showed a 
heavy ballot. against acceptance of the em- 
ployers’ new terms—a reduction of 9s. 6d. per 
week in three cuts. 

This vote, with the decision of the Dublin 
section in the same direction, makes the posi- 
tion very serious. One-of the largest bakeries 
in Dublin will be obliged to close down owing 
to shortage of flour. Their available supplies 
were exhausted at the last week-end, but an 
agreement was reached by which they re- 
ceived sufficient flour to carry on from day to 
day, pending the taking of the ballot. - Two 
other bakeries with mills attached will be 
similarly affected. 

Tt is understood -that a meeting of the 
Joint Committee of mill workers, bakers, and 
bread van drivers will beheld to-night in the 
offices of the Irish: Transport Union to con- 
sider the situation which has arisen.out of 
the rejection of the employers’, second offer. 

So far there is no question of an embargé 
on foreign flour, but if supplies of this flour 
become low, the bread supply of the whole 
country must necessarily be affected. 

t was learned unofficially, at a late hour 
last night, that the employers’ proposals had 
been rejected by 900 votes to 500 votes. . In 
Dublin 101 votes were in favour of accepting 
the millers’ terms, and 152 against accept- 
ance. 


STRIKE OF CARTERS AVERTED. 

As the result of a conference between the 
Dublin Master Cafriers” Association and the 
Carters’ Section of the Irish Transport Union. 
held under the auspices of the Ministry of 
Industry and Commerce yesterday, the em- 
ployers were revailed upon by the Mihistry 
to withdraw their proposals for a reduction in 
wages until early“in April.

FARM LABOUR TROUBLES. 


A conference was held at Navan between 
representatives of the County Meath Farmers’ 
Association and the Irish Transport Union, 
with a view to arranging hours, wages, end 
conditions generally for farm labourers in the 
county. over the next twelve months. [ft is 
understood that, although no agreement was 
reached, the difference between the parties 
was not very considerable. 

The present rate of wages in the greater 
part. of the county is d6s., and 54s. for portion 
of the northern and eastern ends. About 5,000 
men are concerned, and, despite the smal! 
difference between the parties, it is feared that 
a strike may take place. 

A lock out of 17 farm workers in the dis- 
trict of Nurney, Co. iidare, has been 
settled by the employers agreeing to rein- 
state the men at théir former rate of wages, 
thirty shillings per week. This district. ad- 
joins Athy, where 300 farm workers have 
been unemploved for the past three months, 
owing to their refusal] to accept less than Ws. 
per week. In some quarters the hope is éx- 
pressed that here too-an agreement may be 
reached.

COMPANIES IN TURKEY. 


CONSTANTINOPLE, Wednesday. 

Orders have been issued~by the Commissar 
for National Economy at Angora to the 
authorities. at Constantinople te apply the 
new regulations with regard to foreign erter- 
prises in Turkey to all concessionary ccm- 
panies, such as tramways, telephones, end 
railways. They must conduct all their ac 
counts and correspondence in Turkish ; in the 
event of non-compliance their premises vill 
be occupied by a public force. The same rule 
applies to Turkish registered companies with 
foreign capital.

INCREASED PRODUCTION

Historical pre- 
cedent suggests that the rise in ‘the price 
curve will be less violent than was the case 
in the post-armistice boom, and. the descent 
consequently less steep. With Europe more 
or less in a state of chaos, any sustained re- 
vival on a very, large scale seems to be out of

MALTSTERS’ CASE AT 
COMMISSION. 


DIRTY DUBLIN DAIRLES, 


— 


Further evidence as to food prices Was given 
at a public sitting of the Commission, held in 
the Mansion House, Dublin, yesterday. Pro- 
feator Whelehan presided. 

Captain Whitehead, as representative of a 
large number of “ sales ' tialteters in Ireland, 
gave evidence that the difference hetween the 
net cost of barley in the season 1920-21 and 
the sale price of malt, including freight, 
cartage, buying expenses and allowances for 
screenings, was 13s, §.27d., whilst the charges 
per barrel were 11s. 9.36d., showing an ap- 
vatent profit of Is. 7.91d., hich, ucting 

ank interest, ls. 1.64d., left a net profit per 

barrel of 6.37d. For the season igh. the 
figures were lls. 6.07d. for barley, 108. 7.14d, 
for malt, showing on apparent profit of 10.94d. 
Dedueting bank interest, 734d. left a net 
profit per barrel of 3.85d. 

Vitness said that the price of malt, as well 
as the wages paid in the trade, hed come 
down. 

Senator Farren pointed out that the prices 
of stout and porter have not come down, and 
said that if everybody treated their men as 
decently as the maltsters they would get on 
very well, With a little good-will on both 
sides, many things were possible between em- 
ployers and employ de. 


FREE MARKET FOR MALT? 

Mr. Norton, whose firm bhelongs to tiie 
Maltsters’ Association, supported the evidence 
Ep by Captain Whitehead, The 6utput 
during the last two or three years, hé said, 
was comparatively low. 

If the output were increased, witness tol 
Mr. Hewat, the margin of profit would he 
better. Reduction in. wages varied from 8s. 
to 10x. . The cost of production fell from 4¢. 
to ás. 7d., or 5d. on each bartel. 

The Chairman—-Ie thore a free market for 
malt? 

Witness——-Well, there is only one market for 
malt—~Messrs. Guinness, and they fix the 
prices practically. They start with the price 
of barley, and build up the costs on that. 

Witness went on to say that members of 
the Association making malt to sell need only 
Irish barley, but they also made malt on com- 
mission from foreign barley. 


PRICK OF MALTING BARLEY. 


Mr. J. J. Bergin, Athy, tepresenting the 
Iriah Barley Growers’ Association, gavé evi- 
dence that the harley indastry had to bear 
increased costs of production as well as the 
brewers and distributing traders, yet the price 
of malting barley was now only 10 per cent. 
abowe that of 1914, while the other traders 
were getting returns approximately 200 rer 
cent, over pre-war returns. In 1914 a barrel 
of stout, containing 52 gallons, at 24d. per 
pint, bronght £2 iss. 4d., the duty payable 
to the Government being 64. 10 2-ád, The 
difference divided between the grower and 
brewer and distributor was £2 68. 014d. In 
1922, the corresponding figures were £10 15+. 
4d., £4 fis, 10 2-34. and the difference divide 
£6 40. 51-3d. The duty was levied at the 
rate of £5 per standard barrel of 36 gallons, 
but the trade barrel usually contained 42 
gallons,*#o that the actual duty wae, ‘here- 
fore one-ninth lees, £6 44. §1-4d. represerited 
an increase Of 166 per cent. on the £2 Ge.

NEW POWERS. 

An Order empowering the Execittive 
Council to establish Boards of Commissioners 
to exercise in the Irish Free State the fane 
tions which were exercisable on Gth Decem- 
ber, 1921, by any Statutory Board of ‘Com- 
missionrs, has been laid on the table of the 
Senate. 

The Order ia cited ae the “Revenue Com- 
missioners Order, 1925.” Ib provides that all 
the respective jurisdictions, powers, and 
duties of the Commissioners of Inland 
Revenue and the Commissioners of Customs 
and BMixcide ahall be conferred on one Board 
of Commissioners. 

The Boatd, which will be known sa ‘‘ The 
Revenue Commissioners,’’ will consist of three 
Commissioners, to be appointed by the Presi- 
dent of the Executive ouncil. 

The Commissioners are to be subject to the 
Control of the Minister of Finanes, and can 
be removed from offices only by the Exsoutive 
Cownell. 

Every mention br reference contained in any 
Tiritish Statute of or to the Commmiasiotors of 
Inland Revenue, or to the Commiasioners of 
Customs and Exciee, ia to be taken as re- 
ferring to “ The Revenue Commiasioners.”’ In 
every British Statute relating to the assea- 
ment or collection of the Inland. Revenue, or 
of the Custome or Excise duty, the Minister 
for Finance is to be substituted for the 
Treasury, and for the Commissioners of the 
Treasury. In thé dame way the. Attorney. 
General, or the equivalent law officer of the 
Free State, shall he sibstituted for 
“ Attorney-General” and “ Attortrey-General 
for Ireland.”’

VERDICT OF ACCIDENTAL

Diy LARCHET COUNSELS THE 
ART OF LISTENING. 


“The Master Masicians and Modern 
Methods of Teaching" waa the title af a 
lecture delivered by Dr. John F. Lerchet, 
under the sauepices of the Royal Dublin 
Society, in the Reyal College of Sargeons, St. 
Stephen's Green, Dublin, yesterday. 

The lecturer first dealt with intellectual 
training, adsthetic appreciation, and cultural 
tradition, particularly aa applied to music, 
and then proceeded to deal with our present 
system of musical education and ita défects 
under which could be comprised antiquated 
methods of teaching, “learning to play,” 
teaching ir the schools, the school orehestra, 
the annoal examination, and the réeulte of 
the syste. 

The Irish child was as naturally musical 
as the Wrench, Italian, ór Gertian child, 
said Dr. Latehet. A proper system of muai- 
cal edveation consisted mostly of training in 
the art of listening—good listendra were 
better thaw poor performers—ear training, 
sight singing, folk mieie, form and history, 
learning Am instrument, and the conserva- 
toiré, 

De. Latchet then, with the aid of as piano 
and a gratridphone, delivered a model lecture 
on “ The Development of the Minuet,” show. 
ing its earliest examples and its progress as 
it passed throngh the hands of the gteat 
masters—Dach, Handel, Haydn, Mozart, and 
ita farther development by Beethoven, and 
the Scherzo, ‘as treated by Mendelssohn, 
Chopin, Schumann, Tachaikowsky, Dvorak, 
and Brahms, with ® modern example in a 
acherzo by Dukas.

out under the personal supervision of Mr. 
Peter Kearney, 24 Eden quay, Dublin, their 
sole representative for the Irish Free State. 
The structural sheet work was carried out by 
Fleming Brothers, Glasgow. 

This cinema is the largest p«ture house ‘n 
Dublin, and, we welieve, in Ireland. the in- 
ternal dimensions being 110’ 5” long by 51’ 
wide. ‘The entrance front ta Duggan place, 
being somewhat restricted in width, was 
treated in a very simple manner, but the en- 
trance porch is richly decorated with hand- 


An ornamental iron canopy projects. over 
the entrance; the two main piers are slab ded 
and panelled with polished Emerald Pearl 
granite, and the stonework of the main eleva- 
tion is of local Ballyknocken granite. 

A feature of the cinema ‘s the long vesti- 
bules, necessitated by the restricted najure 
of the front portion of the site, which have 
the advantage of providing ample accommoda- 
tion for waiting patrons, seats being pro- 
vided, thus obviating the necessity for queues 
waiting outside in the rain. 

The treatment of the interior of the cinema 
is in simple classic style of the Doric order. 
The roof, which is composed of steel trusses, 
is gracefully arched, massive ribs being 
carried right across, and the intervening 
spaces being richly panelled. 

Ample ventilation is provided by inlets for 
fresh air, being arranged along the wall at 
such a height as to ensure absence of draught 
to the audience, and the air is exhausted 
from the roof by powerful electric fans 
operating - over grilles in the  ceil- 
ing. Noteworthy is the arrange- 
ment of opening wall panels concealing win- 
dows, operated by means of automatic gear, 
by means of which, in the mornings, a 


| thorough airing may be given, besides afford- 


manner in which the operator's box is sus- 
pended beneath the balcony, thus ensuring 
project:on at exactly right angles to the 
screen, and avoiding the necessity of tilting 
the latter. It is to this feature that the re- 
markable clearness, sharpness, and avoidance 
of distortion of the picture in this theatre is 
largely due. 

No expense has been spared on the seats, 
furnishings, and other appointments. i 

he general effect aimed at was a quiet and 
restful appearance, a simple buff colour 
scheme being adhered to throughout, which 
serves to emphasise the rich wall panels, and 
show up the handsome oak panelling. All 
gwúdy colours have been strictly avoided, the 
architects relying on the enrichment of the 
plaster work, aided by a little gold relief, to 
show. off the general scheme. _ 

An attractive portion of the new premises is 
a handsome and commodious ballroom situated 
on the first floor over the principal entrance. 
Lhe. most modern type of maple floor, sup- 
ported on steel springs, has been installed, 
and the result is a delightful and perfect danc- 
ing floor, There are cloakrooms and buffet in 
immediate connection with the ballroom, the 
whole forming a most desirable rendezvous for 
social gatherings..

SUPPLIES OF IRISH 
SLATES. 


The Housing Committee of the Dublin Cor- 
poration has invited contractors to submit 
tenders for the supply of 100,000 Irish slates 
for use in the Fairbrothers Fields housing 
scheme. 

At a meeting of Wexford Corporation, the 
Mayor presiding, 

Alderman Clancy raised the question of the 
possibility of procuring Irish slates for the 
new houses at Windmill Hilla and which had 
been before a committee meeting. 

The Borough Surveyor (Mr. P. Hanrahan) 
said he wrote to a firm the day after the 
meeting, and, getting no reply, wired. He 
got a letter on that morning stating they 
were trying to get into communication with 
the principal manufacturers of Irish slates in 
the country. He was afraid they would be in 
the same position at the end as now. 

The Mayor pointed out that they were all 
quite desirous and anxious to support the 
home article, but what would be the position 
of the corporation if in this particular case 
they held up the contractor with hia work, 
and then find the slates could uot be pro- 
cured? 

The Borough Surveyor said that the con- 
tractor communicated with three firms on the 
question of supplies. The replies were left 
before the Finance and Works Committee, 
who came to the conclusion that neither conid 
supply any one particular class of slate. He 
believed the contractor had done his best to 
get the Irish slate. 

The Mayor remarked that where appli- 
cations for supplies were made by other 
people the Irish firms unfortunately were not 
able to supply more than twenty-five per cent. 
of the quantity required. 

In reply to the Mayor, the Surveyor said 
that the most slates the firms referred to could 
supply would be about two thousand. 

Mayor—And we want 14,000. If we could 
only be certain that Irish slates could be pro 
cured we could make an order to hold back 
the work, but if, on the other hand, Mr. 


O’Connor, contractor, tells us they cannot be 


procured, in what relation will we find our- 
selves with him? 

Borough Surveyor—The work is at present 
held up. 

Mayor—We. want to stipport Irish mann- 
facture in this and other works, and Mr. 


O’Connor has written to certain firms who 
have not yet answered him. Some of these 


firms may never answer him. 

It was decided, on the motion of Alderman 
Hadden, te communicate with the seven irish 
firms, enclosing telegraph forms for reply, 
asking for samples, price, and quality of slates 
they could supply, and how soon they could 
doso. Failing to receive a satisfactory answer 
the contract work to proceed within one week.

| CLONMEL’ POWER AND LIGHT 


SCHEME. 


At a meeting of civil, business, and profes- 
sional representatives held in: Clonmel to dis- 
cuss the question of evidence in local waterway 
improvements to be placed before the Irish 
Canal Commission, Mr. James Walsh, Borough 
Surveyor, submitted a scheme for cutting 
down the bed of the Suir between Clonmel 
and Carrick-on-Suir to a common level. 
This would enable small coasting ships 
that presently reach Carrick to come ap 
to Clonmel. ‘The water overflow at Clonmel 
caused by deep cutting would be utilised to 
develop 5,000 h.p., which would work an 
electrical generation plant sufficient to light 
Clonmel and supply power to local industries. 

The water-power of contributory rivers 


would also be developed and drained off the 


Suir Valley, which would be a great improve- 
ment. The scheme would cost £250,000, and 
if steam dredgers were used about £150,000, 
but the scheme would be largely productive, 
and would specially reduce the cost of trans- 
port from Waterford to Clonmel.

of super-power stations for the supply of elec- 
trie current to the whole country for the pro- 
vision of cheap power. Under the scheme the 
majority of the existing generating stations 
would be shut down. As many of them were 
conveniently situated for heat distribution, 
the joint committee proposed that they be 
utilised as combined heat distributing and 
electric generating stations, linking them up 
with the super-stations. This plan would ob- 
viate the great waste of plant involved in 
scrapping existing stations, and they wonld 
become first and foremost centres for heat dis- 
tribution. 


BIG SCHEME FOR LONDON. 


[he scheme for the reorganisation of the 
supply of electricity in Greater London, with 
& view to improvement and economy, has been 
approved by the Electricity Commission. 

An inquiry will be held on March 12 in 
order finally to determine the area of the 
London and Home Counties electricity dis- 
trict, and the constitution of the joint elec- 
tricity authority representative of ali interests 
in the area. With regard to the scheme itself, 
there is general agreement among the many 
electrical undertakérs and other authorities 
concerned. 

The scheme provides for the acquisition of 
the control of the existiag generating stations 
by the Joint Electricity Authority for the puy- 
pose of pooling the generating plant and- for 
the mcre economical operation in the district, 
leaving local distribution to authorised distri- 
butors. There are to be two- stages of de- 
velopment. The first stage, the grouping of 
the existing stations, terminates about the 
period 1925-6. The present total demand for 
electricity in the district is calculated to be 
about 320,600 k.w., and about 608,000,000 
units are sold. Forecasts of future require- 
ments are that about the year i925-6 the 
annual demand will be 465,000 k.w., and that 
the units delivered to authorised distributors 
will be 1,057,000,000; also that about the 
year 1930-1 the actual demand will be 660,200 
k.w., and that the units delivered will be 
1,520,000,000, These estimates do not include 
sis to tm for traction pu ‘ 

or the second stage it is proposed that the 
further plent r eal should he. accommo- 
dated im a capital station well placed by the 
riverside ab Barking, while retaining the 
roup stations as developed during the first 
stage.

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A FAMOUS ARCHITECT'S 
DUBLIN WORK. 


The two hundredth anniversary of the 
death of Sir Christopher Wren, the architect 
of St. Paul's Cathedral and many other 
famous London buildings, is to be celebrated 
in London by the London Society, the Royal 
Institute of British Architects, and others, 
who will pay ceremonial! visits from February 
20 to March 3 to various buildings in and 
around London, designed by the famous 
architect. These include Hampton Court 
Palace, Royal Hospital, Chelsea, Kensington 
Palace, Greenwich Hospital, St. Paul’s Cathe- 
dral, and numerous London churches. 

These celebrations have a special interest 
for Irishmen, in view of the fact that the 
famous architect was the designer of the 
Royal Hospital, Kilmainham, which is now 
under discussion as a home for the new Irish 
Parliament- 

The ‘ Dictionary of Dublin,” by Dr. E. 
MacDowel Cosgrave and Mr. T. Leonard R. 
Strangways, has the following reference to this 
historic building :— 

“The Royal Hospital, Kilmainham, one of 
the most interesting buildings in Dublin, was 
built from the-design of Sir Christopher Wren 
between 1680 and 1684, at a cost of £26,000. 
The Hospital is built in the form of a quad- 
rangle, 306 feet by 288 feet, and enclosing a 
courtyard 210 feet square. The principal 
front is to the north, and faces the Phenix 
Park; the Great Hall is in the centre of this 
side; the chapel forms its east end, and the 
apartments of The Master (who was the 
Comander-in-Chief of the Forces in Ireland 
until the British evacuation in December last 
year) its western front. The entrance to the 
Great Hall projects 174 feet by 66 feet, and is 
ornamented with Corinthian pilasters ; over the 
door are the arms of the Duke of Ormond, 
who did so much to further the foundation of 
the institution ‘for the reception and the 
entertainment of antient, maimed, and infirm 
officers and soldiers,’ The steeple, which 
was added in 1701, rises over the entrance. 
and consists of two storeys and an octagonal 
spire. In the centre of each of the other 
fronts is an arched gateway. The courtyard 
is laid out in grass plota and a covered 
Piazza extends round three sides and part of 
the fourth. “There is a sundia! (1748) over the 
inside of the north door. The Great Hall 
measures 100 feet by 50 feet, and is lofty in 
proportion. The upper part of the walls has 
22 portraits of sovereigns and Irish states: 
men and a number of old flags; the lower half 
is wainscotted in oak. and is decorated witha 
valuable collection of armour and weapons, 
much oí which was sent to the Pigeon House 
Fort from the Tower of London in 1829. and 
transferred to the Royal Hospital in 1891.”

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This large and handsome theatre is solely 
the resnit of the enterprise of a 
small number of Dublin busiress gentlemen, 
the principal promoter being Mr. Anthony 
O'Grady. The architects were Messrs. Hig- 
ginbotham and Stafford, of . Nassau street, 
Dublin, and the contractors for the erection 
of the entire buildings Messrs. J. F, Keatinge 
and Sons, Ltd. 

The heating and electric installation was 
carried out by Messrs. Maguire and Gatchell, 
Ltd.; the fibrous plaster and other plastering 
throughout by the Ryan Manufacturing Co., 
Ltd. ; painting and decoration by Messrs. J. 
Buffini; carpets and furnishings by Messrs. 
Millar and Beatty, Ltd. 

The roof is a curved one, and is of 
** Kverite ’’ asbestos cement corrugated sheets, 
supplied by Bell’s Poilite and Everite Co., 
Ltd., Manchester, and the fixing was carried 
out under the personal supervision of Mr. 
Peter Kearney, 24 Eden quay, Dublin, their 
sole representative for the Irish Free State. 
The structural sheet work was carried out by 
Fleming Brothers, Glasgow. 

This cinema is the largost pxture house ‘n 
Dublin, and, we welieve, in Ireland, the in- 
ternal dimensions being 110° 5" long by 51’ 
wide. ‘The entrance front ta Duggan place, 
being somewhat restricted in width, was 
treated in a very simple manner, but the en- 
trance porch is richly decorated with hand-

some marble wall panelling, mosaic floor, and 
rich fibrous .p eiling, the y-box, 
screen, and entrance doors being of oak. 

An ornamental iron canopy projects. over 
the entrance; the two main piers are slab >ed 
and panelled with polished Emerald Pearl 
granite, and the stonework of the main eleva- 
tion is of local Ballyknocken granite. 

A feature of the cinema is the long vesti- 
bules, necessitated by the restricted najure 
of the front portion of the site, which have 
the advantage of providing ample accommoda- 
tion for waiting patrons, seats being pro- 
vided, thus obviating the necessity for queues 
waiting outside in the rain. ' 

The treatment oí the interior oí the cinema 
is in simple classic style of the Doric order. 
The roof, which is composed of steel trusses, 
is gracefully arched, massive ribs being 
carried right across, and the intervening 
spaces being richly panelled. i 

Ample ventilation is provided by inlets for 
fresh air, being arranged along the wall at 
such a height as to ensure absence of draught 
to the audience, and the air is exhausted 
from the roof by powerful electric fans 
operating over grilles in the  ceil- 
ing. Noteworthy is the arrange- 
ment of opening wall panels concealing win- 
dows, operated by means of automatic gear, 
by means of which, in the mornings, a 
thorough airing may be given, besides afford-

ing ample light for the attendants to 
thoroughly clean out the premises. 

A particular feature of this theatre is the 
manner im which the operator's box is sus- 
pended beneath the balcony, thus ensuring 
projection at exactly right angles to the 
screen, and avoiding the necessity of tilting 
the latter. It is to this feature that the re- 
markable clearness, sharpness, and avoidance 
of distortion of the picture in this theatre is 
largely due. 

No expense has been spared on the seats, 
furnishings, and other appointments. 

The general effect aimed at was a quiet and 
restful appearance, a simple buff colour 
scheme being adhered to throughout, which 
serves to emphasise the rich wall panels, and 
show up the handsome oak panelling. All 
guudy colours have been strictly avoided, the 
architects relying on the enrichment of the 
plaster work, aided by a little gold relief, to 
show. off the general acheme. 

An attractive portion of the new premises is 
a handsome and commodious ballroom situated 
on the first floor over the principal entrance. 
The. most modern type of maple floor, sup- 
ported on steel springs, has been installed, 
and the result is a delightful and perfect danc- 
ing floor. There are cloakrooms and buffet in 
immediate connection with the ballroom, the 
whole forming a most desirable rendezvous for 
social gatherings..

The Mayor pointed out that they were all 
quite desirous and anxious to support the 
home article, but what would be the ition 
of the corporation if in this particular case 
they held up the contractor with hia work, 
and then find the slates could not be pro- 
cured? 

The Borough Surveyor said that the con- 
tractor communicated with three firms on the 
question of supplies. The replies were left 
before the Finance and Works Committee, 
who came to the conclusion that neither conid 
supply any one particular class of slate. He 
believed the contractor had done his best to 
get the Irish slate. 

The Mayor remarked that where appli- 
cations for supplies were made by other 
people the Irish firms unfortunately were not 
able to supply more than twenty-five per cent. 
of the quantity required. 

In reply to the Mayor, the Surveyor said 
that the most slates the firms referred to could 
supply would be about two thousand. 

Mayor—And we want 14,000. If we could 
only be certain that Irish slates could be pro 
cured we could make an order to hold back 
the work, but if, on the other hand, Mr. 
O’Connor, contractor, tells us they cannot be 
procured, in what relation will we find our- 
selves with him? 

Borough Surveyor—The work is at present 
held up. 

Mayor—We want to stipport Irish mann- 
facture in this and other works, and Mr. 
O’Connor has written to certain firms who 
have not yet answered him. 
firms may never answer him. 

It was decided, on the motion of Alderman 
Hadden, to communicate with the seven [rish 
firms, enclosing telegraph forms for reply, 
asking for samples, price, and quality of slates 
they could supply, and how soon they could 
do so. Failing to receive a satisfactory answer 
the contract work to proceed within one week.

CLONMEL POWER AND LIGHT 
SCHEME. 


At a meeting of civil, ‘business, and profes- 
sional representatives held in: Clonmel to dis- 
cuss the qnestion of evidence in local waterway 
improvements to be placed before the Irish 
Canal Commission, Mr. James Walsh, Borough 
Surveyor, submitted a scheme for cutting 
down the bed of‘ the Suir between Clonmel 
and Carrick-on-Suir to a common level. 
This would enable small coasting ships 
that presently reach Carrick to come up 
to Clonmel. ‘The water overflow at Clonmel 
caused by deep cutting would be utilised to 
develop 5,000 h.p., which would work an 
electrical generation plant sufficient to light 
Clonmel and supply power to local industries. 

The water-power of contributory rivers 
would also be developed and drained off the 
Suir Valley, which would be a great improve- 
ment. The scheme would cost £250,000, and 
if steam dredgers were used about £150,000, 
but the scheme would be largely productive, 
and would specially reduce the cost of trans- 
port from Waterford to Clonmel.

CHEAP POWER. 


At. the annual general meeting of the In- 
stitution of Heating and Ventilating Engineers 
in London, Mr. John Watson, the new Presi- 
dent, said a committee, working with a com- 
mittee of the Institution of Electrical En- 
gineers, had been considering the praposal of 
the Electricity Commissioners to erect a series 
of super-power stations for the supply of elec- 
tric current to the whole country for the pro- 
vision of cheap power. Under the scheme the 
majority of the existing generating stations 
would be shut down. As many of them were 
conveniently situated for heat distribution, 
the joint committee proposed that they be 
utilised as combined heat distributing and 
electric generating stations, linking them up 
with the super-stations. This plan would ob- 
viate the great waste of plant involved in 
wary EN stations, and they would 
become first and foremost centres for heat dis- 
tribution. 


BIG SCHEME FOR LONDON. 


[he scheme for the reorganisation of the 

supply of electricity in Greater London, with 
& view to improvement and economy, has been 
approved by the Electricity Commission. 
_ An tmquiry will be held on March 12 in 
order finally to determine the area of the 
London and Home Counties electricity dis- 
trict, and the constitution of the joint elec- 
tricity authorit esentative of ail interests 
in the area. With regard to the scheme itzelf, 
there is general agreement among the many 
electrical undertakérs and other authorities 
concerned. 

The scheme provides for the acquisition of 
the control of the existigg generating stations 
by the Joint Electricity Authority for the pur- 
pose of pooling the generating plant and- for 
the more economical operation in the district, 
leaving local distribution to authorised dist ri- 
butors. There are to be two-stages of de- 
velopment. The first stage, the grouping of 
the existing stations, terminates about the 
period 1925-6. The present total demand for 
electricity in the district is calculated to Ex 
about 320,600 k.w., and about 608,000,000 
units are sold, Forecasts of future require- 
ments are that about the year i925-6 the 
annual demand will be 465,000 k.w., and that 
the units delivered to authorised distributors 
will be 1,067,000,000; also that about the 
year 1930-1 the actual demand will be 660,200 
k.w., and that the units delivered will be 
1,520,000,000. These estimates do not include 
supplies to railways for traction purposes 
For the second stage it is proposed that the 
further plant requireg should he. accommo- 
dated im @ capital station well placed by the 
riverside at Barking, while retaining the 
croup stations as developed during the first 
stage. 

The Electricity Commissiopers are of 
“sa. that their proposals would enable 
electricity to be delivered in the second stage 
at a cost of £6,130,700, or less than a penny 
per um, to the authorised distributors. Th. 
cost to the consamer would depend on the 
establishment charges of the distributor. 
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A FAMOUS ARCHITECT'S 
DUBLIN WORK. 


-. 


The two hundredth anniversary oí the 
death of Sir Christopher Wren, the architect 
of St. Paul’s Cathedral and many other 
famous London buildings, is to be celebrated 
in London by the London Society, the Royal 
Institute of British Architects, and others, 
who will pay ceremonial visits from February 
20 to March 3 to various buildings in and 
around London, designed by the famous 
architect. These include Hampton Court 
Palace, Royal Hospital, Chelsea, Kensington 
Palace, Greenwich Hospital, St. Paul’s Cathe- 
dral, and numerons London churches. 

These celebrations have a special interest 
for Irishmen, in view of the fact that the 
famous architect was the designer of the 
Royal Hospital, Kilmainham, which is now 
under discussion as a home for the new Irish 
Parliament- 

The ‘ Dictionary of Dublin,” by Dr. E. 
MacDowel Cosgrave and Mr. T. Leonard R. 
Strangways, has the following reference to this 
historic building :— 

“The Royal Hospital, Kilmainham, one of 
the most interesting buildings in Dublin, was 
built from the-design of Sir Christopher Wren 
between 1680 and 1664, at a cost of £26,000. 
The Hospital is built in the form of a quad- 
‘rangle, 306 feet by 288 feet, and enclosing a 
courtyard 210 feet square. The principal 
front is to the north, and faces the Phenix 
Park; the Great Hall is in the centre of this 
side; the chapel forms its east end, and the 
apartments of The Master (who was the 
Comander-in-Chief of the Forces in Ireland 
until the British evacuation in December last 
year) its western front. The entrance to the 
Great Hall projects 174 feet by 66 feet, and is 
ornamented with Corinthian pilasters ; over the 
door are the arms of the Duke of Ormond, 
who did so much to further the foundation of 
the institution ‘for the reception and the 
entertainment of antient, maimed, and infirm 
officers and soldiers,’ The steeple, which 
was added in 1701, rises over the entrance. 
and consists of two storeys and an octagonal 
spire. In the centre of each of the other 
fronts is an arched gateway. The courtyard 
is laid out in grass plots, and a covered 

iazza extends round three sides and part of 
the fourth. ‘here is a sundial (1748) over the 
inside of the north door. The Great Hall 
measures 100 feet by 50 feet, and is lofty in 
proportion. The upper part of the walls has 
22 portraits of sovereigns and Irish states- 
men and a number of old flags: the lower half 
is wainscotted in oak. and is decorated with a 
valuable collection of armour: and weapons, 
much of which was sent to the Pigeon House 
Fort from the Tower of London in 1829. and 
transferred to the Royal Hospital in 1891.”
